of the kingdom. 
Stea m ra ilwa ys ha ve to a la rge ex­ 
tent done a w a y with dm use of th* 
coach as a link in the commercial chain 
but as a means of furnishing the high 
est type of recreation the eoaeh and 
four is as popular today in the British 
empire and in Franc« * a s it w a s when 
this wa s practically the only mea ns ol 
locomotion in those countries.

New Regulation s Govern in g His Work 
Received by Post office Officials. 
The postoffice Officials have received 
an im portan t set of regulation s gov­ 
ern in g the appoin tmen t of carriers on 
rural free d elivery routes.

n ation s, the time an d place of which 
is to be d esign ated by the rural 
car­ 
rier examin in g board at Washin gton . 
Eligibility of can d id ates is established 
by the followin g list of con d ition s: 
No person is eligible, who d oes n ot 
live within the territory supplied by 
the postoffice by which the examin a­ 
tion is given or to be supplied by It 
through the 
establishm en t of the 
rural free d elivery, who Is n ot acftizen 
of tiie Un ited States, who is un d er 17 
years or over 75 years of age. except 
hon orably d ischarged Un ited States 
sold iers an d sailors, who are n ot physic­ 
ally able to d o t he work (barrin g per­ 
son s havin g but on e leg or on e arm 
an d those who use crutches), who use 
to excess bran d y, beer, whisky or oth­ 
er 
in toxican ts, who makes a false 
statem en t in makin g application or 
who has been guilty or fraud or d eceit 
in con n ection with the application or 
examin ation , who is guilty of a crime 
or d isgraceful con d uct, who has been 
d ismissed from public service for rieg 
leet of d uty or miscon d uct within on e 
year of the d ate of application , whose 
n ame is on a rural earn er 
eligible
